* While Frank Jasper, a deputy County 
Marshal, who was pn guard, slept, 
Waldron pried open a nailed transom, 
crawled through the opening, tiptoed 
to a fire escape and leaped 
feet to freedom. 

The entire city police force and 4 
' dozen deputies from the County Mar- 
shal’s office have searched for him 
since his absence was noted near day- 


light. 
FEAR OF SUICIDE. 

If Waldron is not located by to- 
morrow night, the eleven remaining 
jurors will be discharged, Judge Por- 
terfield said today. Or if the missing 
man is found and he cannot prove 
that he has not discussed the case 
during his absence, the same action 
will be taken. Should he return in 
good health, and swear that he has 
mentioned the trial to no one, and 
the court is satisfied with his story, 
the trial will proceed. 

Fear that Waldron has killed him- 
self grows hourly. He was in a high- 
ly agitated state when last seen Sun- 
day night, as, indeed, he had been al- 
most every day since he was chosen 
a juror.

Even if Waldron’s escape should 
result in a mistrial, which would 
mean a loss of thousands of dollars 
to the county, no severe punishment 
could be inflicted upon him. He is tn 
contempt of court, but the maximum 
penalty for this offense ts a fine of 
$50 or a ten-days'’ jail sentence. 

Attorneys and hundreds of spec- 
tators remained about the courtroom 
all day, anxiously awaiting the return 
of Waldron. Scores of theories re- 
garding the disappearance were of- 
fered, but the suggestion of suicide 
was most generally accepted. Officers 
think worry about his family may 
have deranged him. 

Prosecutor Conkling iaesued a state- 
ment intimating Waldron had been in- 
duced to escape. Attorneys for Dr. 
Hyde gave out a written statement 
depioring the incident and setting 
ferth that they had always urged a 
speedy trial of their client. They 
were especiaily emphatic in denying 
the prosecutor's insinuations.

NDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 11.-—That 
one or more officials of the Inter-

WITHOUT SEARCH WARRANTS.

SUGAR CROP DAMAGED.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 11.—[{ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The loss 
sugar crop of Louisiana due to the 
freeze and the following warm weath- 
er of the past few days was estimated 
Monday by J. M,. Burguierres of the 
J. M. Burguterres Company, Limited, 
to have reached 25 per cent., and a 
committee of experts canceded this 
means a loss in round figures of 
$8.500,000. 

In the upper part of the sugar belt 
that suffered from two freezes more 


than 25 per cent. of the orop had been |, 


lost. The loss in the lower or south- 
ern part, where only one freeze, the 
second, was experienced, is per 
cent. If the warm weather continues 
the loss will be —_ greater. 

On a base of the estimates that 
Louisiana this year would produce 
360,000 tons of sugar, the loss already, 
on the committee estimate of the 
damage, is $8,650,000. This is reck- 
oned on 4% cents per pound for 
sugar. 

About the sugar exchange this 
morning, reports of losses in the 
cane field&é were heard on all sides. 
The estimates on the dainage varied, 
aome being as low as 18 per cent., 
others as high as 25 per cent. All 
concurred, however, in saying that the 
loss had been severe and that it 
would be much worse if the present 
warm weather continues. From sev- 
eral of the mills reports were received 
that cane was being rejected because 
unfit for use. At New Iberia, the big 
sugar mill has rejected more than 
twenty-seven cars.

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 11.—f[ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The clq@ak of th» 
prophet of insurgent policies is laid 
aside in the company of those who 
cannot be deceived. If the voters 
throughout the State who follow 
heedlessly the advice of the prophet 
while he is costumed for the public 
procession would take the time to 
attend a legislative session, even a 
$150,000 special session, they would 
see exactly what is seen at all ses- 
sions of the Legislature—the chase 
after jobs, the giving of jobs and 
the creation of jobs to give as re- 
ward for political services rendered. 

THE SAME OLD BRAND. 

Not one of the insurgents. not 
even the most rampant of them, will 
attempt to deny In the presence of 
the machinery that operates as they 
direct, that it is the same old brand 
of politica that men have always 
played and will play while human 
nature remains unchanged. The only 
difference observable here is in ‘the 
personality of the politicians and 
the excuses they offer for putting 
their scheme into operation. A short 
period of study sf the modus oper- 
andi by a man with experience as au 
onlooker in the New York Legisla- 
ture, the New Jersey Legislature and 
the Colorado Legialature thas failed 
te show him wherein the California 
Legisiatgire differs itn any respect 
from the old-time methods justified 
by the ancient and much-decried 
term “To the victors belong the 
svoile.” 

NOT CHANGED BY PROTEST. 

Theorists have denounced that ex- 
pression as the most disgraceful dis- 
olay of political depravity ever made 
in a public body and as a rule to 
guide the actions of those in power. 
But denunciation has not changed 
the underlying motive that actuated 
then and actuates it now, in Cali- 
fornia as well as anywhere.

FROM STATE FUNDS. 

Senators Roseberry, Cutten, Walker 
and Stetson each have jobs paying 
at least $2400 a year from. State 
funds. Senator Caminetti’s son is 
in the Board of Control office at $1800 
a@ year. Senator Burnett is reaching 
out for one of the two vacancies on 
the new Rallroad Commission. which 
Pays each member $6000 a year. He 
has high hopes. These men are in 
the councils of the administration. 

Then there are commissions and 
more commissions, and more are de- 
manded. 

For instance, there its a bill of- 
fered by Assemblyman Clark which 
provides for a water conservation 
commission of three members. who 
are to receive $25 a day for every 
day in the year, and for the neces- 
sary help for them—insurgent help, 
of course—$100,000 is sought to be 
appropriated.

Merciless Preliminary Examination Brings Out Great 
Strength of District Attorney's Case Against Alleged 
McNamara Jury Briber— White, Lockwood, Bain and 
Mrs. Bain All Testify Frankly Against Him. 


ERT FRANKLIN, recent head of 
| B the secret service department of 
| the McNamara defense, was yes- 
_terday held to answer to the Superior 
Court on a charge of bribing a juror. 
Justice Young fixed the bail at $10,000, 
‘the ‘amount furnished in cash when the 
defendant was arrested. Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Ford will immediately 
fle an information in the S rior 
Court charging Franklin with Bribery 
and will-urge a speedy trial. “Enough 
‘evidence developed during the testi- 
mony of R. F. Bain, a member of the 
McNamara permanent jury panel, to 
warrant a separate complaint being 
brought against Franklin for giving 
money to Bain. 

Three times during the hearing the 
name of Clarence Darrow, chief coun- 
sel for the McNamaras, was injected 
into the testimony. 
wood, during his testimony, swore'that 
Franklin had told him hé would have 


safe way in which to pay over the 
bribe money. Lockwood also de- 
/Clared he supposed a “big one,” who 
|} was to accompany Franklin on one of 
|his visits to the witness, was Darrow. 

Bain also stated that Franklin had re- 
ferred to a $20,000 fund furnished by 
Darrow.

I am positive I never men- 
tioned his name in cennection with 
nty duties in learfing the possible bias 
of prospective jurors. I am innocent 
of the charge against me, but, even if 
the case Jooks serious, please state for 
me that no one else is involved in any 
way.” said Franklin. 

The defense asserts positively that 
the case will be fought to the end. 
Ex-Gov. Gage will\be chief counsel. 
Associated with him will be LeCompte 
Davis and possibly other attorneys 
formerly retained by the labor-unions 
to defend J. B. and J. J. McNamara. 

After the information chargin 
Franklin with bribing a juror is filed 
(in thé Superior Court the first step wil) 
| be a motion by the defense to dismiss 
it. Then will follow the demurrer, 
which is argued on purely legal 
grounds and finally the plea of guilty 
Or not guilty. After the preliminaries 
are settled, the judge will set the case 
for trial. 

The District Attorney has not given 
up investigating many matters col- 
lateral to the late McNamara trial. It 
is still possible that other members of 
the jury panel will be charged with ac- 
cepting bribes. There is a labor- 
union end in connection with the al- 
leged corruption fun. of the defense 
that will be dug into.

“My father and mother before me 
were suffragists and I grew up in the 
faith. Last year | epoke for suffrage 
in Scotland arid Ireland, as well as in 
England, and everywhere we had 
splendid audiences. I always insisted | 
that women have a finer appretiation 
of religious ideals than men, and that 
they would be more scrupulous than 
men in defending men and measures. 

“Your election here is a wonderful 
demonstration of what woman can 
and, does do with the ballot. You 

d not possibly have tolerated 
unionism as a party. As for the 8So- 
clalists, they seem to have so many | 
Vague notions and so many indefinite | 
lines that it is quite impossible to find 
just what socialism doesStand for, 
and it is equally impossible to disas- 
sociate it from its radéical leaders. In 
England the movement is largety re- 
lated to unionism and even its great 
men, like Bernard Shaw, have ex- 
treme ideas which it would never do 
to adopt. The last time I talked with 
Shaw I told him that as long as I lived 
I would contest, if necessary even 
with my blood, the right of any State 
to dictate to me as to the government 
of my son and my daughter. Any 
plan that interferes with the family 
or that seeks to deliver the family in- 
to the hands of the government. is as 
silly as it is pernicious. 

“The great trouble we have with 
labor is the effort of the ugitators to 
force a recognition of the unions. In 
our great strike in England the poor 
van drivers who started the strike at 


Liverpool had a genuine grievance, 
but the agitators took advantage of 
this situation and tried to force the 
railroads to recognize the untons and 
their leaders. To do this wauld be to 
make the unions the greatest and 
most dangerous trust on earth. 

“The untons said they wuuld be sat- 
isfied with the report of the commis- 
sion in whose hands the question was 
placed and on that commission were 
two wise and prominent union men 
who are also members of Parliament. 
This committee reported unanimous- 
ly against recognizing the unions and 
the union people straightway repudi- 
ated the agreement. 

“Fifteen years ago we had good 
men in our country for union leaders, 
but todky we have many rotters. Two 
of them were convicts in Australia 
for many years before they came to 
England ‘and set themseives up as 
leaders of labor. 

“It was an excellent thing for this 
country to have the McNamaras con- 
fess, but it seems to me that J. J. 
should have had the life sentence and 
J. B. the fifteen-year term. It is ob- 
vious that the man who plans and or- 
ders a crime is a more dangerous per- 
son than the one who executes the 
order. 

“I am much interested tn the dif- 
ferent plans in this country for hu- 
manizing the conduct of prisons. I 
found a wonderful system in vogue in 
Colorado, where, by the way, 700 of 
the convicts are men and only sev- 
enteen are women. Even A part of 
these women belong to Wyoming. 
Canyon City penitentiary has lost the 
old prison horror because the con- 
victs do not wear stripes. 

“As to making an end of capttal 
punishment, it is dificult to say what 
should be done. It is discouraging at 
least to find that the abolition of cap- 
ital punishment for five vears in 
France so increased crime that the 
measure had to be restored to the 
statute books.

) MAIL YOUR GIFTS EARLY. 

Next Monday the Last Day for 

Mail to Reach East by Christmas. 

Unprecedented Rush Expected. 

The holiday season opened official- 
ly at the postoffice yesterday and un- 
til the ‘last hour of Christmas there 
will be a plethora of business for the 
mail persons.

NOT HABITUAL DRUNKARD. 

Cyrus 8. Chapin, former. executive 
secretary of the police department, 
who was arrested under the new law 
govering habitual drunkards, appeared 
before the Lunacy Commission yes- 
terday and fought commitment to 
Patton Asylum.

give him the proper care at home. he. 
was permitted to return with her. 

Chapin was dismissed by Chief of 
Police Sebastian in consequence of his 
conduct at a local hotel where it was 
stated he was intoxicated.

of fraud in incurring the obligation. 

Attorney Arthur H. Jackson asked 
Justice Forbes to certify his declara- 
tion in the judgment and this was fol- 
lowed by a writ of mandate to the 
Superior Court. 

The law provides that a warrant of 
arrest for fraud may issue when a 
summons is made in a civil case to 
revent a defendant from leaving the 
urisdiction of the court, but the only 
decision appears to have been made 
in 1868, the Supreme Court holding 
that “it would be a mere absurdity to 
permit the arrest at the time of the 
summons and not when a person is 
found guilty of fraud.”

PACE IN THE LONG GRIND 
CROWDS RECORD. 


-- 


Close to One Another, Thirtecn 
Being Tied at the End of 476 
Miles—The Crowd of Spectators Is 
as Large as in Previous Years. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11-—~(Baulletin.) 
Thirteen teams were tied at 476 miles 
ami two laps at 1 o'clock the end of the 
twenty-second hour, with the Galvin- 
Wiley and Ryan-Cavanaugh teams 
still a lap behind. The record, made 
last year, is 481 miles four laps. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Morn- 
ing and the ninth hour of 
the six-day bike race found 


all the fifteen teams that started at 
midnight circling the track in Madi- 
son Square Garden on even terms. 
Several wild sprints just before day~ 
light failed to give any team an ad- 
vantage and the score at 8 o'clock 
was 183 miles, nine laps for all. 
The 8 o'clock score was less than 
two miles behind the record of 186 
miles, five laps, established by Hehir 
and Goulet last year. 

The six-day bicycle race, cighteenth 
renewal of this annual feature ap- 
pears to have lost none of its popu- 
larity with its New York followers. 
Fifteen teams started around the 
saucer-like track in Madison Square 
Garden and a crowd of spectators just 
as large as in previous years settled 
down forthwith in the benches around 
the big arena, prepared to watch the 
endurance of the riders.

To illustrate the fact* that the ex- 
istence of these evil conditions and 
the enemies of the peace and welfare 
of society who develop them are not 
of recent origin, I will quote from a 
speech delivered tn the United States 
Senate more than seventy-eight years 


ago by Daniel Webster, in which that | 


illustrious statesman said: 

“There are persons who constantly 
clamor. They complain of oppression, 
speculation and the pernicious in- 
fiUence of accumulated wealth. 

“They cry out loudly against all 
banks and corporations, and al! the 
means by which small capitals hecome 
united, in order to produce |mportant 
and beneficia!] results. They carry on 
a mad hostility against al! established 
institutions. They would choke up 
the fountains of industry, and dry all 
its streams. 

“In a country of unbounded liberty, 
they clamor against oppression. Ina 
country of perfect equality, they would 
move heaven and earth against privi- 
lege and monopoly. In a country 
where property is more equally divided 
than anywhere else, they rend the air 
with the shouting of agrarian doc- 
trines. In @ country where the wages 
of labor are high beyond all parallel, 
they would teach the laborer that he 
is but an oppressed slave. Sir, what 
can such men want? What do they 
nean? They can want nothing sir, 
but to enjoy the fruits of other men's 
labor. They can mean nothing but 
disturbance disorder, the diffusion 
of corrupt®*principles, and the destruc- 
tion of the moral 
mora! habits of society. A licentious- 
ness of feeling and of action ig some- 
times produced by prosperity itself. 
Men cannot always resist the tempta- 
tion to which they are exposed by 
the very abundance of the bounties 
of providence, and the very happiness 
of their own condition.” 

ARE WE HEWING TO HAPHAZARD 
LINES? 

As fitting as these words were to 
the conditions of the times in which 
they were uttered, they are no less 
appropriate to the conditions exist- 
ing today. 

Many people who have not shared 
in the prosperity of the country to 
the full extent which they think they 
should have done, attribute the fallure 
to realize their hopes and expectations 
to what they choose to call “the, sys- 
tem’ that is to say, the basis upon 
which society and business are or- 
. ganized. They never stop to ask 

whether the real cause is not inherent 
in themselves, or whether, if society 
were organized along the lines of their 
own ideas, they would be better or 
worse off than they are. Sucli people 
are always ready listeners to the olly 
tongue of the theorist and the dema- 
gogué,and receptive of their specious 
arguments. They are experts at de- 
struction, but, for construction, they 
rely on the men and the system they 
20 bitterly condemn. 
‘ Our forefathers marked a line, and 
as long as we hewed to it the nation 
progressed, but we seem to have lost 
that line and are now hewing to hap- 
hagard and broken lines. 

What the result will be if we keep 
on in that way, we can only predict.

Another problem is the relations of 
the employer and the employed and 
the methods by which they can work 
in harmony and further their mutual 
interests.

At this time many great industries 
not only have the capacity to supply 
all the present and immediately pros- 
pective requirements of the United 
States, but have a surplus capacity 
adequate to meeting the needs of a 
much larger population. 

To utilize this surplus capacity, 
therefore, we need to exploit the mar- 
kets of foreign lands.

and urged upon the business men of 
this country by diplomats, statesmen, 
consuls and editors of trade papers 
for many years. According to some 
of the most ardent advocates of ex- 


sentiments and) 


port trade, the American manufac- 
turer has been derelict in his duties 
in that respect. To acgept this as a 
truth would be to accept a greatly- 
exaggerated statement. Whatever 
might be the shortcomings of indi- 
vidual manufacturers, taking the man- 
ufacturing class as a-body, they have 
done as well in exploiting foreign 
markets as their rivals of other coun- 
tries, under the conditions which have 
surrounded and do surround the in- 
dustries of this country. 

It is not the business of the manu- 
facturer to cultivate export trade 
merely for the sake of saying that 
he is an exporter. It is his business 
to so utilize his resources and capacity 
as will bring the most beneficial and 
lasting results to himself, his associ- 
ates and his employees, whether the 
market be local, country-wide or 
world-wide. 

To say that this country *or that 
country leads the United States in 
the exports of this or that article or 
commodity means but little; it does 
not necessarily mean that that coun- 
try is._more prosperous, or the export- 
ing manufacturer more successful, or 
the volume of business larger than 
that of the manufacturer of like com- 
modities in this country who may not 
have sought foreign fields. 

Too little thought is given by the 
critic of the American manufacturer 
to the enormous extent of our home 
market and to the rapidity with which 
it grows over a period of years. 

Nevertheless, it is wise forethought 
in manufacturing and merchandising 
to cultivate as broad a fie!d as Is prac- 
ticable, in order to be prepared for 
local or transitory changes which at 
one time or another will be affecting 
the particular or local markets of 
every industry!

This is a trite topic in many re-' 


In fact, the National Associ- 
/ation of Manufacturers, when organ- 
sixteen years ago, made special 
efforts to provide the manufacturers 
| of that day with the information and 
| Personal service which would enable 
them to intelligently look into the pos- 
sibilities of the foreign field, and that 
work has always been maintained as 
an important branch of the activities 
of the association. 

If we glance at the records of our 
export trade at the time when the 
association was formed, and compare 
them withthe records of the present 
day, we shall Bee that we have made 
great advances as an exporting nation 
in manufactured products, and that 
advance has been due to the manufac- 
turers themselves in their individual 
efforts and in their co-operation 
through such bodies as the National 
Association of Manufacturers in pro- 
viding ways and means for the use 
effort in the export 

eld. 

To specify, let me give you some 
comparison of the exports of some of 
our manufactured articles. For in- 
stance, in agricultural implements our 
exports from the period mentioned, 
1895, to the present time, have in- 
creased about sevenfold; our exports 
of cars, carriages and vehicles gen- 
erally are nearly thirteen times great- 
er; those of drugs and chemicals have 
trebled, while in the exports of manu- 
factured copper there has been a more 
than sevenfold increase, showing that 
we are well living up to our advan- 
tages in this respect as the great cop- 
per-producing country. 

In the textile lines, where the indi- 
vidual skill of the operative is so great 
a factor, it is encouraging to note 
that our exports of manufactured -ot- 
ton have trebled jn this period. In 
the manufactures of rubber, the raw 
materia! for which we must seek trom 
another land, the increase has been 
eightfold; in scientific instruments 
where not only individual skill, but a 
high order of intelligence is necersary 
for their manufacture, the increase 
has been more than sixfold. In that 
great industry where skill, intelligence 
and capital are so largely required, 
and which goes so far to promote the 
comforts of mankind, viz., manufac- 
tures of leather, the increase has béen 
far more than threefold. In another 
article which’ promotes the health of 
mankind through cleanliness, viz., 
ecap, our exports have more than 
trebled in thie period: while in the 
great woodworking industries, where 
it is quite natural that we should be 
looked upon as prominent, our ex- 
ports have advanced nearly fourfold. 


INCREASE IN STEEL TRADE. 


In the great iron and stee! indus- 
tries, the ones in which in many lines 
there has been the keenest competi- 
tion with foreign nations, the com- 
bination of American capital, highly- 
trained labor, intelligent utilization of 
fésources and systematic cultivation 
of foreign markets, has resulted in a 
sevenfold increase in the value of our 
iron and steel exports in 1911 as com- 
peared with 1895. 

Nor are these figures merely multi- 
ples of | small quantities 
in the earlier year, but in all the in- 
stances cited the export values amount 
to many millions of dollars, making « 
grand total in 1911 of over $900,- 
000,000 for the exports of manufac- 
tured and partly manufactured goods 
of this country, or nearly half of 
our total exports. 

I have referred to these increases in 
our exports as a proof that the Amer- 
ican gnanufacturer has by no means 
beén asleep in finding a market in for- 
cign countries for goods. 

If you will compare these figures 
with the increases in the exports of 
like articles from rival manufacturing 
nations, you. will find them by no 
means diecreditable to the efforts of 
our manufacturers in securing foreign 
markets. 

But our enterprise, in meeting home 
requirements and providing in many 
cases increased capacity in aivance of 


these requirements, make it practica- | 


ble and desirable to seek still more 
etrenuously for foreign outlets for our 
manufactured goods. 

| We have many suggestions offered 
'and measures advocated for aiding in 
this work. Some go so far as to say 
that we cannot greatly increase «ir 
, trade unless we have our own mer- 


| chant marine, American banks anrees, 


reciprocity treaties with foreign coun- 
| tries, and more effective consular serv- 
ice, etc. 

Our manufacturers, as a body, and 
particularly the National Association 
of Manufacturers, are always ready to 
lend their influence to promote these 
and other measures that will be for 
the best interest of our industries and 
the country in general. 

But we, as manufacturers, realize 
that whatever aid may be given us 
through government or other outside 
sources, it remains with us individually 
to secure the orders which may be 
avaiiabie for the manufactured goods 
of the United States; that is, we miust 
go after the business ourselves, or seek 
it through our own direct representa- 
tives or agents. 

There ure few instances In which 
the lack of American-owned or con- 
trolled transportation or banking facil- 
ities prevents our manufacturers from 
competing on practically even terms 
with those of rival nations; but wher- 
ever we can improve those facilities 
to our own advantage we should lend 
our influence to bring about t im- 
provement. 

There is one influence which is as 
potent, if not more potert, than any 
above referred to for affording op- 
portunities and encouraging the use 
of American products in foreign lends. 
I refer to the investment of American 
capital in foreign countries. 

CAPITAL REACHING OUT. 

Our own capital requirements, unti) 
comparatively recently, have been so 
great as not only to remuneratively 
absorb the available money of this 
country, but have also caused us to 
draw largely on the capital of the 
older nations of the world. Now, how- 
ever, American capital is seeking in- 

estment in Canada, Mexico and 
South America. 

we @i Koow the excellent results of 
our large investments in Canada. 

We also have a pretty fair idea of 
the returns to this country of the 
$750,000,000 invested in Mexico. 

It is now estimated that there is 
$150,000,000 in Cuba; $50,000,000 in 
Brazil: $40,000,000 in Argentina; $35.- 
000,000 in Peru, and $40,000,000 in 
Central America. 

A giance at the increase of our ex- 
ports to these lands will show that 
these investments have had their in- 
fluence in increasing the use of our 
manufactured products therein. 

The market for British goods in 
Latin America has been largely cre- 
ated and to a great extent maintained 
by the investment of British capital 
in the railroads and other enterprises 
vi (nal region. 

In recent years important conces- 
\ions for railroads have been granted 
to Americans in Brazil and Uruguay, 
and the result is that, as these rail- 
roads have been started and built, 
there have been opportunities (which 
opportunities have been taken advan- 
tage of) for the equipment of those 


roads with American locomotives, cars| 


and numerous other articles necesrar: 
for railroad purposes 
tut it is not in Latin America alone 


great as those opportunities: are and 
rapidly as they will grow. 

There are other lands which are 
developing, some of which a few years 
ago were looked upon as almost value- 
less for many¥vulasses of manufactured 
goods. I refer particularly to China 

When the political troubles now rife 
in China are settled—as we trust they 
will be in the best fpterests of the peo- 
ple and maintaining fhe territorial! in- 
tegrity of the country—there will be 


seen theré, in a comparatively short 
time, .industrial development which, 
those fairly familiar with China a few | 
years @go would scarcel¥ have betieved | 
possible. | 

But progress is in the air in a!! 
regions of the earth. The oriental 
nations are becoming imbued with the 
western epirit of enterprise, and, tc 
some extent, its materialism. 

This also means in nearly all coun- 
tries the development of manufactur- 
ing industries within their borders 

But this need not alarm us as a 
nation if we can secure fair treatn.ent 
as against competitors in the mar- 
kets of those countries. 

The gradual development of manu- 
{gcturing industries in other lands 
tends to provide a market for a wider 
range of manufactured articles neces- 
sary to the growth and continuance 
of those industries, and at the same 
time educates the people of those 
countries to an appreciation of a 
higher and better quality of goods, 
which will always be demanded and 
supplied by the nations having the 
intelligence and enterprise which will 
enable them to keep in advance of 
rivals in industrial achievement. 
RESPONSIBILITY OF INDUSTRIAL 

ABUSES. 

Speaking more, specifically of th 
relation of industrial abuses to our 
foreign and domestic trade, there are, 
of course, numerous forms of indus- 
trial as well as of commercial abuses 
which might be dealt with in. lengthy 
detail, but I shall call your attention 
only to those which more seriously 


Mzation 


affect the cost of our wares, and 
whose tendencies are to produce re- 
sults detrimental to our interests as 
a nation in trade competition with 
other countries. 

A great hue and cry extends from 
one end of this land to the other, and 
the country is rife with protests 
against and in denunciation of so- 
called “business trusts; practically 
every industrial aggregation is dubbed 
a “trust.” There appears to be lit- 
tle, if any, discrimination made be- 
tween them. Every large corporation 
and every successful man is paraded 
as a trust unit, and all are made the 
target of muck-rakers, charlatan poli- 
ticilans and disgfuntied cranks. 

BRAINS AND CAPITAL. 

It is to the combination of brains 
and capital, more than all else, that 
this country owes its wonderful and 
rapid development, and the vast op- 
portunities for labor and capital that 
have been recently opened up, as never 
before tn its history. But because 
some men seize these opportunities, 
while others do not see them, or, if 
they do, fail to grasp them, they are 
heralded as enemies of the common 
people, and, because of the seeming 
popularity, legislative restrictions are 
thrown around about their thrifty and 
enterprising tendencies. 

BENEFITS OF ‘LARGE CORPORA- 
TIONS. 
However great may be the fault 


found with some large corporations, 
the operations of many of them seem | 
to have been beneficial, rather than | 
otherwise, to the common good. 

Do not misunderstand me. 
defending combinations or individuals 
who intrude upon the rights of others, 
nor those who carry on their opera- 
tions in violation of the laws of the 
land or in restraint of trade and com- 
merce. That is not the purpose of my 
reference to this subject. 

It would indeed be a dangerous 
thing for this country to ignore or per- 
mit the unrestricted power of great 
corporations or combinations, whether 
of capital or labor, in the monopoly 
of commerce and industry, or in the 
monopoly of the labor market, and 
proper restrictive legislation should 
and must protect the citizen against 
the use and the opportunity to use 
such power; but the difficulty Hes in 
drawing the line. 

THE SHERMAN ACT. 

Let Us reason together for a mo- 
ment. 

The Sherman law wag enacted in 
1900, Just at the begin ¢ of the so- 
called trust era in this cCuntry. Many 
of the large corporations now being 
prosecuted, or which have been prose- 
cuted under its provisions, fave been 
formed since that time, and accord- 
ance with the advice of the best legal 
talent obtainable. 

Now, it seems that the literal en- 
forcement of that law operates Ao de- 
stroy a business policy whi has 
proven to be the mainspring of our 
national greatness, for, during the era 
of large business corporations and 
combinations, this country has ad- 
vanced and our foreign trade in- 
creased to proportions never befor: 
dreamed of. 

As a single illustration of the far- 
reaching advantages to be realized 
from these great enterprises, [ will 
refer to a personal instance. 

In 1881, I had occasion to go to 
my grocer and procure a gallon of 
kerosene oil, for which I paid 40 
cents. 1 can now buy the same quan- 
tity of a much better grade of kero- 
sene oil for 10 or 12 cents, and I am 
wondering how long the latter price 
will prevail under the dissolution pian 
reverting the Standard Oil Company 
into its original thirty-four separate 
parts. 

But it ia not my purpose to dis- 
cuss the Sherman law, nor the prose- 
cutions which are being enforced un- 
der it. There are other speakers here 
to whom that subject has been as- 
signed. But, as bearing upon my own 
subject, it is fitting that I should refer 
to it and to say that the real abuses 
possible if not probable, to which 
monopoly in trade may lead, should 
be guarded against by proper legisia- 
tion, lest those abuses prove a barrier 
to both foreign and domestic trade. 

We should remember that it was 
ruthless competitive methods that 
forced business combinations into ex- 
istence, and if my experience ches 
me anything, it is that a return to 
those methods will retard our de- 
velopment and lessen our export 
trade, for it is now an established fact 
that large aggregations in industry 
can produce more cheaply than can 
segregated units in the same kind of 
manufacture. hence they are in bet- 
ter position to extend the export trade 
of the country. 

A few years ago @ strenuous effort 
was made to have the Sherman law 
emended and the proposition was (as

But 
any proposed tinkering with the Sher- 
man | which would open the wav 
for the free and unrestricted use of 
unfair or coercive methods in dealing} 
with competitors in business, or pro- 
vide for the removal of any barriers 
to the baneful methods of organized 
labor, will meet with sufficient oppo- 
sition to kill it. 

We are living in an age of organ- 
ization; an age when but little can be 
accomplished except through organ- 
ah age when organization [ 
must cope with organization; an age 
when organizatién alone can preserve 
your industrial freedom and mine. | 

And the sodner all business men, 
including the farming interests, learn 
the lesson that the preservation of 
their industrial and commercial rights 
is dependent ‘upon organization, the" 
sooner will those rights, which are 
now hanging in the balance, be aa-¥ 
sured to them.

PASSES HOUSE. 


Sherwood Service Measure to 
Care for Veterans. 


Now.Goes to Senate After a 
/ Hard Struggle. 


Scores of Amendments Are 
Voted Down.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.— The 
Sherwood service pension bill, which 
would add upwards of $40,000,000 to 
the government annual expenditures 
by granting increased pensions to 
Civil and Mexican war veterans on 
the basis of length of service, was 
passed by the House tonight, despite 
the determined opposition of many 
Democratic leaders. 

Secretary of the Interior Fisher has 
estimated that the bill would add $75,- 
000,000 to the perision rolis if all the 
400,000 veterans eligible took ad- 
vantage of the Increased pension. 

The Republicans who voted with 

the eighty-four Democrats against the 
bill were: Gardner, Gillette and Mc- 
Call of Massachusetts; Hill, Con- 
nectitcut; Kent, California; McCreary, 
Pennsylvania; Payne, New York, and 
Utter, Rhode Island. 
: Speaker Clark voted with the ma- 
jority of his party for the bill. Dem- 
ecratic Leader Underwood and Fitz- 
gerald of New York, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, voted 
against it. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where there is a dispdsition to pass 
some form of amended service pen- 
sion legislation. Senate leaders, how- 
ever, will proceed slowly in the con- 
sideration of this legislation and many 
House Democrats voted for the meas- 
ure in the belief that the Senate would 
mot pass it.
